EXPLANATORY NOTES BY REV. R. 


S: M'ARTHUR, D. D. 


LCSBOU III of tho IntomBtloniil Serli>« 


(Third Quarter), fop Sunday^ July 17. 
Tcit of tlio Lemon, Matthew ill, 1-1 S. 
Golden Text, Matthew ill, 8. 


Matthctv, still adhering to bb design ot 


showing the harmony botivoen tbo facts ot 
Christ's life and tho Old Testament prophe- 
cies regarding Lis character and mission, pro- 
cods now to spoal: ot the ministry ot John 
tlio Baptist. Seldom boa this noblo man had 
lull justice. His humanity ia as marked as his 
bravery and consecration. 
A careful study 


if t.bo lesson for today cannot fail to bo help- 
ful to teachers and pupils alike, as it illus- 
ti-ntcs tho character and work of John. All 
touchers and prenchors mny gladly lonrn 
from the noblo Baptist to docrcaso tlmt Christ 
•My hicreosn; to bo nothing that ho nmy uo 
uvorything; to bo only a voico proclaiming 
Iiis glory and directing mon to him aa tho 
lamb of God. 


V. 1. In those days, etc.—Tho days huro 


mentioned ai'O tboso during which Christ was 
living in• obscurity in Nazareth. 
Ho was 


tlioro subject to his parents; ho was thera aj 
tho perfect boy, a moro difllcult conception 
ll'anlhatof tho perfect man; ho was thero 
not moroly ns tho carpenter's son, but as a 
carpenter. This fact ought to givo inspira- 
tion, patience and -wisdom to every true 
workiugman. Christ is his best friend. A 
iwriodof about twenty-seven years passed 
between tlio time of Christ's going to Naai- 
ix-th and the beginning of John's ministry. At 
tho ago of 12 wohavo our Lord's brief visit to 
Jenasalom with his parents. Again tho cur- 
tain, falls; again tho Eilenco bocomes almas: 
complete. 
Wo havo tho luggcstive sentence 


that Jesus "increased in wisdom and knowl 
cdjo and in favor with Ood and man." 
This 


silunctt is remarkable. Mb miracle ia racord- 
ed; no glory is displayed; no heavenly voico 
is heard. This silenco, too, is vocal to the 
thoughtful student. It teaches valuable les- 
sons of patience, submission and preparation. 


Came John tlio Baptist.—Tho word "John" 


means one whom Jehovah has graciously 
given. John was six months tho senior o f " 
Jesus. 


V. 2. Repent.—This word means, as in 


composition implies, afterthought, reflection, 
then change of mind. 
A comparison of 


passages where the word is found .will ad.I 
other ideas to this one, e. t., sorrow for ur.J 
forsaking of bin, turning to God and chungo 
in tbo courso of life. Another word is found 


tbo Now Testament and translated "re- 


pent,'1 but this does not so much denote :i 
change of mind as sorrow nnd remorse bi^ 
ciiuso ol tbo consequences of the act per- 
formed. 


Kingdom of Heaven.—This is Matthew's ex- 


pression. Tho other evangelists say tho king 
dom of God, elsewhere in tho >Tew Testament 
tho kingdom of Christ, or simpiy tlio king- 
dom, wo often find. Tho prophet* generally 
spoko of tho Messiah as the king. This is par- 
ticularly trua of DanieL It thus came to 
pass that tlio words kingdom of heaven camo 
to stand for tho reign of tho Messiah. Tho 
ancient government of God'8 people was theo- 
cratic; in tho full senso ot its meaning it was 
tha kingdom of God. Tho people misunder- 
stood the significance o£ the language. Nev- 
ertheless it contained truth, Christ and his 
apostles restored tho term to its true mooring. 
Christ i.i king; all truth Ls his realm. His 
kingdom is not of this world; it is spiritual; 
every believer's hear: is his throne; the king- 
dom begins in each regenerated heart; irs 
meaning is extended to Include all such per- 
sons in tho world; it is extended further to 
include all saints in glory. It will have its 
grand consummation when every knee- bows 
to Christ and every tongue confesses that ho 
is Lord. Although John nmy havo enter- 
tained many partial views of Christ, ho at 
least understood tho spiritual nittura o{ his 
kingdom. It is now drawing near; it is ut 
hand. 


V. 3. This quotation is from Isa. si, .'). In 


John i, S3, the Baptist applies tho prediction 
to himself. The eastern custom of sending 
messengers before kings to level hills, ill) val- 
leys, etc., gives rise to this figure, Tho some 
thing is done still when tho sultans and 
others of rank make their journeys through 
theso wild and uninhabited regions. Tho 
stones have to bo gathered out, crooked 
places made straight, and rough places plain. 
Ho John went be'orj Jesus. 


V.-1. John's Dress.—Ho was tlio Elijuh oC 


bis day. Tbo coarse outer garment was the 
prophet's dress. Tho long shagey hair of 
the camel furnished material for h!s raiment. 
-Mantles of tbis matorial, it is said, uro still 
worn by Arab guides who conduct travelers, 
and by shepherds who watch., their Cocks on 
the Juduan hills. Girdles were o necessity; 
flowing garments had to bo bound about the 
loins when tho wearer was walking or work- 
ing. His food was locusts, closely resem- 
bling grasshoppers. To tho Jew they were 
clean. 
Thoy might be eaten roa»tod or 


boiied; often they wore salted and preserved. 
They aro still eattm.by the poorer classes. 
Tho wild honey.could'readUy bo found in tho 
rocks and trees of the wilderness. 


V, 5. Jerusalem and all Judea.—Tho people 


camo in largo numbers; not overy one, but 
Tory many. Such language is common today. 


V. 0. Baptized . . . in the river Jordan 


(as tho Kow Version gives it).—The Jordan, 
or tho Descender, is a river of Palestine; ris- 
ing near tho baso of Mount Herman, ifanites 
with other streams before it eaters tho Lake 
of Huleb; leaving this lake, it flows nine 
miles to tho Sea of Galileo. It is said that its 
course can bo traced through this saa for a 
mile; thonco it continues its crooked way to 
tho Dead Sea. Baptism by John in theso 
flowing waters was accompanied by LLo con- 
fession of sin. 


Vs. 7-10. Pharisees and Sadducces.—Both 


theso sects originated about 150 years before 
Christ; both had their origin in worthy as- 
pirations; both bud now greatly degenerated. 
The Plmrisee« observed rigidly thii letter of 
tho law, and thoy becdino intolerant nnd s;lf 
righteous. Tho .Sadducees rightly rejected 
tradition, but thoy nlso wrongly denied im- 
portant truths; they wero largely made up 
ot men of wealth and learning. This preacher 
used great plainness of speech. Brood,o!Tspring 
ot vipers Ls strong language. Wrath to come 
is primarily that which came on tho Jewish 
nation nt tho destruction of Jerusalem; am', 
fully nt the judgment on the great day will 
como on all tho wicked. Fruits meet, etc.— 
Their courso of Ufa must show tko genuine- 
ness of their repentance; sins must bo for- 
saken as well as confessed. Abraham our 
father.—Men cannot bo saved, so Jobsi con 
tinues. on the faith, and worth of others.

towns whose post office receipts reach 
$10.000 per year. "Why," he sn-d, "we 
get letters every day from towns entitled 
to the service indignantly referring; to the 
fact that we have given the service to 
rival towns ot the same size and neglected 
lliein. 
They will make no application for 


the service, nml wo can send no inspectors 
to the town except upou application. The 
fact of it is Mint a largo number ot thcsn 
to'wns don't ask for the service because, 
sr.ch a movement is discouraged by tho 
postniHStcr. ilo is afraid that if the serv- 
ice Is established his box rents will fall off 
and his income decrease. He is aided by 
the grocers near the post nfllcc, by the dry 
goods house, nnrt. by the man in whose 
store the post ofllcc Is kept—all of whom 
are interested in having the crowd come 
to the post olTico for its mail, instead of 
having it carried to them. As a result 
citizens groan and complain because a 
neighboring town gets the service and 
their own town is neglected by the post 
o.Tlcc authorities. Towns will get the 
free delivery system when citizens take it 
into their own hand-s to make an applica- 
tion to tin- t!r;iartnicnt for it."—New York 
Snn.
